to justify its existence. Best of all, 
perhaps, is the fact that the Chamber 
has placed itself squarely behind the 
proposal for a Town Planning Board, 
and will take the necessary steps to 
see that an article is inserted in the next 
town warrant. At present, any un- 
known outsider can come among us, 
purchase a site, and erect a building 
suitable for his purposes, whatever they 
may be and whether they are agreeable 
to his neighbors or not. The moment 
has evidently arrived when a Town 
Planning Board, to supervise and con- 
trol the future development of our com- 
munity, is almost indispensable. If the 
Chamber is to be active in such projects 
it deserves the support of us all. 


A False Note 


Human contentment is largely predi- 
cated on the assumption that there is a 
time and a place for everything. The 
fly in the vinegar bottle, the snore 
during the sermon, the hole where the 
tooth used to be—all, by their in- 
‘congruity, grate harshly upon our 
tender sensibilities and introduce a 
discordant note into the music of our 
separate and individual spheres. We 
would not have the organist: jazz the 
Sabbath hymn; neither can we ur- 
gently commend the spirit which 
prompts an exposition of political 
prejudice on a Day whose nature and 
purpose elevate it infinitely above the 
sombre ebb and flow of party dif- 
ferences. i 

Decoration Day is now irrevocably 
past. With its memories, its majesty, 
its melancholy glories, it has flushed and 
died accross a nation united in humble 
homage to those whose stand for their 
convictions it is proud to honor. In 
South as in North the people have paid 
solemn tribute to their dead, in all 
reverence, without bitterness, mindful 
of the fact that Valor in an epitaph is 
singularly superior to any distinguishing 
standards of blue or gray. The temper 


gauged and sadly misinterpreted the 
prevailing spirit of the occasion when he 
delivered himself of his sentiments con- 
cerning President Coolidge and the 
policies of the present administration. 

The fact that Mr. Anderson’s an- 
tipathy to President Coolidge is rooted 
in the latter’s veto of the Bonus Bill is 
only incidental, although we are per- 
suaded that he could not have made a 
more unfortunate choice of grounds for 
attack. On the whole we think a good 
deal of Mr. Coolidge, of his wisdom, his 
foresight, his sincere devotion to the 
common welfare. One of the reasons we 
think that way is the aforesaid veto. 
Wherefore this aspect of the matter 
might be called the salt on the blister, 
an added irritant; but the blister itself 
is the violation of the exalted spirit of 
the day by a spiteful and contentious 
mood. 

As we have suggested before, there is 
a time and a place for everything. The 
place for a fly is not at the bottom of the 
vinegar cruet, with his legs waving idly 
in the amber currents overhead; the 
place for a snore is not in the family 
pew, at a quarter to. twelve on Sunday 
morning; the place for an acrid political 
opinion is not in a Memorial Service in 
honor of our soldier dead, regardless of 
party or of creed.

Andover Chamber of Commerce Plans

The directors of the Andover Chamber of 
y evening with 


Chairman Hardy and the Board of Select- 
men on the invitation of the Chamber to talk 
over town matters and to undertake any 
assignment that the selectmen might give the 
Chamber for the benefit of the town.

O’Connell consisting of Messrs. Cheney, 
Crowley and Moore to arrange for a series of 
band concerts.during the summer on the 
bandstand in the park. The amount needed 
is a $500 and will be raised by 
public subscription and to start the fund the 
Chamber donates $25. 

The president ao as delegates to 
the Essex County rd: W. C. Crowley, 
chairman; and Messrs. Pritchard, Cheney, 
Winslow and Chairman Hardy of the Board 
of Public Works. 

There was considerable discussion with 
the Selectmen on the subjpot-ot method of 
taxation, garbage disposal and the need of 
concentrated thought on the need of even- 
tually widening Main street from the square 
to Stimpson’s bridge and the rebuilding of 
the present bridge over the railrodd tracks.

The need of a spotlight centered upon the 
traffic policeman in the square was brought 
up and the directors called upon the select- 
men and the town lighting committee to 
direct their attention to this need. It seems 
probable that this matter will be adjusted at 
an early date. Incidentally the need of 
better direction signs for automobile tourists 
was discussed and a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Pritchard, Hyland and Crowley was 
appointed to appear before the Board of 
Public Works and ask that something be 
done.

WATCH FOR BABY PLANETS 


Experts at the Naval Observatory 
Constantly at Work Taking Cal- 
| culations and Photographs. 


Those who imagine that astronomy 
{s a finished science will be astonished 
to learn that at the naval observatory 
there are dally calculations and photo- 
graphs taken of tiny planets whose 
number is not yet ascertained. These, 
called asteroids, spin about in our so- 
lar system like wee beads each in its 
own orbit, but follow in between the 
track of Mars and that of Jupiter. 

Studying these asteroids and 4djs- 
covering new ones is the work of pho- 
tographic-telescopy. The finest in- 
struments are those in the possession 
of the naval observatory, and are the 
work of George Peters. In taking neg- 
atives there is a new exposure about 
once a minute, so that the course of 
the planet, or rather asteroid, is 
plainly shown by successive negatives. 

These negatives are studied under 
a microscope and then compared with 
maps of the heavens. If any new lit- 
tle planet or asteroid appears, it is 
at once named by the discoverer. At 
present there are more than 700, but 
the number is increasing every year. 
Any day Uncle Sam is likely to catch 
a new one in his naval observatory 
net with its magnificent lens. Planet 
photography is now a_ specialty 
Washington Star.

Notes from the Market Garden Division 


The lateness of the spring season with its 
continual cold weather has made itself felt 
here as with most of the market gardeners of 
this county. Crops are anywhere from a 
weak to two weeks behind the ordinary sea- 
son, but a few more warm days such as the 
past week has produced will enable them to 
make up for the slowness of the early part o¢ 
the season. 

The variety of asparagus grown here is the 
famous Washington, known for its rust-re- 
sistant qualities. Between 20,000 and 
25,000 one-year roots of this strain have been 

roduced at the school garden and distri- 
buted among growers of Essex County this 


si .

Teaching Safety to Children 


Six o’clock in the morning seems to be the 
safest time for children to play in the streets, 
and after school the most dangerous. More 
deaths occur at or near five o’clock in the 
afternoon than at any other hour of the 
twenty-four, declares the A. L. A., and the 
hour when the fewest fatal accidents happen 
is at 6 o’clock in the morning. One in every 
four fatal cases happens between 3 and 7 


.m. 
The explanation of this condition is not far 
to seek. At 3-0’clock or thereabouts, the 
school session for the day is over and the 
thousands of small school children are on the 
way to their homes or to their playgrounds or 
loitering about the streets. 

Between 5 and 6 o’clock the stores, offices 
and factories pour out their multitudes into 
the streets. se who own automobiles are 
using them to reach their homes in the out- 
skirts and thousands more are on their way 
back from the day’s trip into the country. 
In this way the stage is all set for the carnival 
of casualties that has made the hours from 
3 to 7 o’clock the fateful hours of the day. 

This condition exists daily. There is no 
let up. In the winter months there is, to be 
sure, less riding in autos but the other con- 
ditions remain practically the same. Haste 
on the part of all is the prevailing thought 
between these hours, and haste and careful- 
ness are as opposite as the poles. Bodily 
resistance also is at its lowest point because 
of the strain of occupational pursuits which 
adds mightily to the creating of accident 
conditions, and this is the time when care and 
mental and physical vigor on the part of all 
is at a premium. 

If every child could be corralled in some 
safe place — kept off the streets — between 
the hours mentioned, the fatal accidents to 
them would be automatically cut down at 
least one-fourth, and if this could have been 
done in the past year it would have saved the 
lives of 44 children in Massachusetts. 

It is useless, perhaps, to speculate on the 
economic loss to the State in the deaths of 
these children, but with the knowledge that 
many of them might have been saved, and 
knowing that a certain period of the day 
exacts a fearful toll in lives, what greater in- 
centive can parents have to guarantee the 
future of their own flesh and blood than to 
devote all their efforts toward making these 
hours less of a spectre in the lives of the 
little ones of the nation? 

If parents could only be impressed with 
the idea of safety, if they ‘wou study the 
conditions, confer with their neighbors, dis- 
cuss plans of action, and cooperate with the 
school and other authorities and thus create 
an atmosphere of interest in the subject and 
make it a part of the daily routine, the A. L. 
A. believes a forward step toward the re- 
duction of these fatalities will have been 
made that will be lasting in its effect. No 
one person and no one group of persons can 
hope to successfully cope with this serious 
situation. To be effective it must be wide- 
spread. It must be made a business proposi- 
tion and conducted on such Principles. 

The greatest asset of the State and Nation 
is at stake for among the boys of today are 
our future statesmen, lawyers, doctors, in- 
ventors, merchants, and scientists as well as 
those who labor in mills and factories: and 
towns and cities, counties and States as well 
as individuals are: neglecting a paramount 
duty when they fail to respond to the crying 


combat this evil, which, while it os very 
necessary and component part of every 
day acthies is, nevertheless, a ruthless 
destroyer of life. 

All the various kinds of accidents caused 
by automobiles are included in the fatalities 
recorded during these fateful hours, but a 
great many are the pedestrain type and these 
are the kind of accidents which mostly cause 
the death of children. Seventy-five of the 
deaths of children in Massachusetts in 1923 
were caused by darting in front of a moving 
automobile, and as an analysis of these 
accidents shows, at least 20 occurred during 
these late afternoon hours. 

As a measure of safety it is, therefore, 
advisable for all teachers at or just before 
dismissal time to warn their pupils of the 
extreme danger of these hours and to caution 
them about crossing or playing in the streets. 
If they can be made to know how important 
it is to pass through this period without ac- 
cident, — that playing in or crossings the 
streets during these hours is more dangerous 
than any other time of day, the first ste} 
toward a reduction of this class of fatalities 
has been made. But don’t let it stop here. 
It is obvious that merely warning will have 
no lasting effect on the child mind. : 

It should become a daily practice, going a 
little more into details as to the reason of the 
warning and branching out into a short talk 
on accidents in general, neing the different 
ones that contribute to these fatalities such 
as chasing each other across or upon the 
streets, jum ing on trucks, stepping into the 
street from Behind a standing auto, without 
first looking each way, or passing behind a 

| moving one in the street, tossing balls in the 
street, rolling hoops or roller skating. 

Ask them to confine all their play to the 
sidewalks or to other safe places. Impress 
upon all the pupils the consequences of their 
not doing so. It is-bound to have its good 
effect in time, and as this good effect means 
the saving of lives it surely is worth all 
efforts put into it.

TRAITOR TO ITS OWN KIND 


Frigate Bird is Well Described When 
It le Called a Feathered Villain, 
Says Writer, 


The frigate bird of the South sea i 

a thief and a traitor. Figuratively 
speaking, he flies pretty low. He 
robs the poor sea gulls of their fish, 
and, not content with doing that, he 
lures them and many other birds into 
the hands of the natives. The greatest 
ambition of a native of Nauru island, 
says a writer in the Bulletin of the 
Pan-American Union, is to own more 
frigate birds than anyone else in his 
village. Nauru, by the way, is a 
mere dot of land between the Marshall 
and the Solomon islands. It has a na- 
tive population of some two thou 
sand persons. ; 
' Frigate birds, uninteresting and al- 
Ways apparently asleep on the roost, 
are capable of almost human cunning 
when trained as decoys to capture 
other birds. On festival days in 
Nauru whole villages meet to contest 
the supremacy of their decoy birds. 
The king of the island presides over 
the tournament. 

Sometimes when the decoys are set 
free not a wild bird can be seen or 
heard. Up soar the decoys until lost 
to sight. Then presently the screams 
of wild birds rend the air, and flocks 
of them appear and in the company of 
the decoys approach the roosts that 
the natives have built for them. Soon, 
however, the wild birds become sus- 
Picious and try to soar away. Then 
the real labor begins. With open bills 
and widespread wings the frigate 
birds attack their victims, bar their 
way, head them off and circle round 
and above them until they have driven 
them, bullied and exhausted, to the 
roosts. 

At the end of the tournament a 
count is made, and the village and the 
villager with the largest number of 
captive birds to their credit are public- 
ly praised by the king. Thereupon 
feasting and dancing begin. 


AVIARY IN CENTER OF CITY 


Every Variety of Bird Known In Call- 
fornia Is Said to Be Found 
There. 

An uninclosed aviary exists in the 
center of a thriving Oalifornia city, 
One block from automobile row, where 
humming motors and clanging street 
cars make the life of pedestrians pre- 
carious, a family of feathered crea- 
tures live in perfect harmony. The 
rear yard of this unusual city home is 
covered with oak trees and shrubbery. 
An artificial stream runs through its 
grounds. 

Birds of every variety known in 
California, including the timorous lit- 
tle wild quail that find a haven of 
safety in town, gather on a common 
feeding ground each morning. The 
timidity with which the quail enter 
the family feast is interesting, says 
Caroline Boone in Our Dumb Animals. 
They arrive in pairs. If they were 
humans we would call them clannish 
or exclusive. The male quail gives 
the call to his mate for breakfast and 
if she fails to respond instantly he 
shows great impatience with her de- 
liberate ways. After they have fin- 
ished their meal they adjourn in pairs 
to some low roof and apparently talk 
over the day’s program. 

Bluejays have proved the most 
avaricious, while the smaller bird fam- 
fly is meek and gracious. The trees 
and shrubbery are filled with the nests 
of the jays and the cry of the babies 
can be heard until their mouths are 
filled. A-.close study of the quail and 
the affection that they show for each 
other would lessen ‘the desire of hunt- 


ers to slay these most appealing 
feathered friends 
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island Devoted to Religion. 

Star island, one of the Isles of 
Shoals, ten miles off the mainland of 
New Hampshire, has been dedicated 
exclusively to a religious service, says 
the Detroit News. On its rock sum- 
mit is a small gray stone church which 
was built in the year 1800.. This has 
been used ever since as a place of wor- 
ship, first by fishermen’s mothers, sis- 
ters and sweethearts, who prayed for 
the safe return of their loved ones. 
During the last twenty-six years it has 
been a shrine for Unitarians and Con- 
gregationalists.

Christened by Peeved Post- 
office Department Official, 


Washington.—There is a very pe 
culiar story connected with the nam- 
ing of Peculiar, Mo—which is also 
@ peculiar name for a town, 

The federal government does not 
name towns and hamlets when they 
are born or feel the urge for a cog- 
nomen, but the Post Office department 
does regulate them to the extent of 
prohibiting duplicating of names with- 
in the same state, So when a newly- 
formed community in Missouri sug- 
gested a certain name for its post 
office, the department informed the in- 
habitants there was already one by 
that name in their state. 

Several other names were chosen by 
the residents and submitted, but al- 
weys with the same result. Finally 
au exasperated official of the depart- 
ment, in refusing the latest choice, 
wrote the city fathers among other 
things “that it was mighty peculiar 
they could not find a good name for 
their town.” 

Whereupon he received the follow- 
ing reply: “Acting on your sugges- 
tion, we select the name Peculiar.” 
And so Peculiar is on the map of to 
day. 

Rule in Naming New Towns. 


There is only one rule in the nam- 
ing of new towns, and that is that 
there shall be but-one of the same 
name in a state. But that does not 
prohibit other states from boasting 
towns of the same name. For instance, 
there are 45 names used more than 20 
times each to designate towns and 
cities. 

Benjamin Franklin is remembered 
as an inspiration more than any other 
person, and Franklin as a town name 
takes the prize, occurring 31 times in 
81 states. 

The others in point of popularity 
run: Clinton, 80 times; Chester and 
Arlington, 29 of each; Washington, 28; 
Troy, Salem, Madison, Marion, Man- 
chester and Clayton, 27; Glenwood, 
Kingston and Newport, 26; Ashland, 
Centerville and Cleveland, 25; Auburn, 
Dover, Hillsboro, Lincoln, Monroe, 
Oxford, Princeton, Springfield, War 
ren and Union, 24; Greenville and 
Wilson, 23; Belmont, Buffalo, Canton, 
Dayton, Hureka, Liberty, Milford and 
Plymouth, 22; Burlington and Leba- 
non, 21; Portland, Lexington, James- 
town, Hudson and Danville, 20. 

Bane of Postoffice Clerks. 

Duplicated names are the bane of 
the postal clerk, and the Yankee repu- 
tation for originality fises staggering 
when confronted by the apparent lack 
of imagination used to name Amert- 
can communities. There are even two 
Chicagos, six Philadelphias, seven De 
troits and 14 Denvers, 

Similarity in names alse causes the 
postal department considerable trou- 
ble. Indistinct penmanship might 
easily confuse Eldoro, Iowa, with Hl- 
dorado, Iowa. In Pennsylvania alone 
there are 18 communities whose names 
begin with the prefix Green: Greene, 
Greenbriar, Greenburr, Greencastle, 
Green Land, Greenoch, Greenpark, 


Greenboro, Greensburg, Greenstone, 
Greenstown, Greenville and Green- 
wald. 


There is a partiality for Bloom as a 
prefix in New York state, as, for ex- 
ample, Bloomburg, Bloomingdale, 
Blooming Grove, Bloomington and 
Bloomville. 

Foreign cities have contributed 
their names freely in this country. 
There are 18 towns known as Paris 
and a like number of Genevas, 17 Ber- 
lins, despite the war, 12 Moscows, 11 
Viennas, six Pekins and two Brussels. 


Master Printers Open 


Internationa] Bureau 


Gothenburg, Sweden.—The establish- 
ment of an international bureau of 
master printers In Sweden is one of 
the results of the world congress of 
master printers which has just ended 
in Gothenburg. This meeting of ex- 
pert printers was attended by 150 dele- 
gates from eighteen countries, includ- 
ing the United States, England, France, 
Germany, Italy, Spain, Sweden, Den- 
mark and Norway. 

It was set forth that a central bu- 
reau was needed In order to collect 
and distribute Information regarding 
industrial disputes and settlement, 
méans of combating unemployment, 
new methods of cost accounting, de- 
yelopment of standardization of paper, 
presses, etc., the establishment of unit 
prices, and similar topies of general 
interest to the trade, The meeting 
passed a resolution that the Swedish 
Association of Master Printers be itn- 
vited to open such a central bureau. 

A bulletin -will be issued in English, 
French and German, and the financial 
support of the central bureau will 
come from the various national bodies 
of printers who avail themselves of its 
service. 


Austrians Moving to Berlin.

EDITORIAL 


When a man is sick he calls the doctor. 
He has faith in the doctor as long as the 
doctor makes him better. But when he finds 
that the physician has diagnosed the case 
incorrectly or is using a treatment which 
does not bring back health he either changes 
doctors or asks for a consultation. 

Sick for good roads, the American people 
called in a doctor (Congress) and received 
a “first-aid” treatment, called Federal aid, 
“i which the physician ordered from the 
pharmacy (the Public Treasury) sufficient 
dollars to help the various parts of the United 
States to build new arteries. 

But the United States needs not a few but 
a very large number of new arteries, and the 
prescription of the doctor isn’t producing 
them in time to save the economic life of the 
patient! 

Is it, therefore, not the part of wisdom to 
ask for a consultation, and have the doctor 
confer with other physicians with another 
and a newer vision of the illness of poor roads 
and the method of their cure? 

One of the cures advocated, and the only 
one which hasn’t been tried, is the appoint- 
ment of a National Highways Commission, 
to consider and report to the Congress on the 
subject of establishing, building, and forever 
maintaining a system of national highways. 
States which tried State aid and found it did 
not cure have tried State highway com- 
missions and found they did cure; why 
should not the United States find as a whole 
the same good result the several States have 
found for themselves? 

Roads are a national, not a State, problem. 
Transportation is a national, not a State, 
problem. Only the Nation can adequately 
and intelligibly lay out a system of roads for 
the Nation, and only the Nation can afford 
to build and maintain such highways as will 
adequately care for the present, not to speak 
of the future, traffic! 


GOVERNORS WORK ON HIGHWAY 


Governors of eleven States invited to 
swing picks on two “free days” in which 
1,500 persons contributed their services 
toward age in condition mountain sec- 
tions of the Eastern Dixie Highway, a 
through route south from Cincinnati to 
Cumberland Gap, gave their services free. 
Representatives of 247 banks, 152 hotels and 
civic clubs in cities on the route from the 
Ohio River to St. Petersburg and Miami, 
Fla., participated in the work of reconstruct- 
ing these sections of the route. 

The Governors of Kentucky, Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio, Ten- 
nessee, North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
and Florida helped to construct a mile on 
each “free day.” The volunteers gathered 
at Pineville, Ky., to work on a stretch be- 
tween Corbin and Barbourville. The next 
day was devoted to work between Round- 
stone and Berea. ; 


UNITED STATES NOT SOLVING ROAD 
PROBLEM, CLAIMED 


National Highway Commission 
Necessary 


At a convention called by President 
Coolidge, in Washington, to consider the 
subject of Outdoor Recreation, Dr. S. M. 
Johnson, vice president of the National 
Highways Association, spoke on the subject 
of National Highways and National Parks. 
In the course of his remarks he brought out 
the fact that in spite of the enormous sums 
of money now being spent on roads, the 
problem is not being met in any effective 
way. He said, in part: 

“The Federal Government is not backing 
the road-building program as it should. In 
addition to this, the present plan, under 
which Congress appropriates money and 
distributes it to the States to-be expended in 
the construction of the Federal aid system 
of roads, whi'e a vast improvement upon the 
policy it superseded, is not resulting in a 
proper degree of concentration upon the 
main trunk lines which are needed to connect 
section with section, seacoast with mountain, 
coast with coast, the frozen north with the 
sunny skies of Florida and the southern tier 
of States; and the rest of the United States 
with such recreational areas as those of New 
England and New York, the southern high- 
lands and the great National Parks. This is 
due in no part to Mr. MacDonald, chief of 
the Bureau of Public roads, or to his as- 
sociates, but to the policy and in some in- 
stances the law of some of the States in which 
Federal funds ate being applied to the build- 
ing of roads of lesser consequence to the 
neglect of great through routes reaching from 
ocean to ocean. 

“The remedy for this condition is to 
nationalize the great arterial roads, such as 
serve the whole Nation. The Congress 
should create a ‘National Highway and 
Parkway Commission.’ Selection should be 
made of certain arterial roads north and 
south and east and west for first completion. 
The States and counties should be reim- 
bursed for all they have expended on these 
roads and the Federal Government shou'd 
take them over and finish them without 
further de!ay, at its own expense, and there- 
after bear all the cost of keeping them in 
perfect condition. : 

“The scope of this work should include 
parkways. Wherever these great main 
trunk lines traverse forests, a right of way at 
least 1,000 feet wide on either side should be 
secured and forever preserved as a part of the 
roadside landscape.” 


PRESIDENT STRESSES LEE HIGHWAY 
NEED 


Memorial Bridge Recommendations 
Important 


Senate Document No. 95 contains the 

President’s recommendation regarding the 
roposed Memorial Bridge connecting Ar- 

Breton, the National Cemetery, with Wash- 
ington. It quotes President Coolidge, in 
part, as follows: : 

“The Arlington Memorial Bridge project 
has many important features which will make 
it the greatest single memorial project under- 
taken by any nation in recent times. 

“ Following immediately after. the Lincoln 
Memorial in ‘time of construction it for- 
tunately supplements and completes that 
great memorial in finishing the landscape in 
its vicinity and carries the Mall treatment of 
Washington and L’Enfant across the Po- 
tomac to Arlington and up to the last resting 
place of the designer of the original plan of 
the Capital at the portico of the Lee Mansion.

“In addition to this relationship, there is 
the compelling patriotic motive in the project 
of a direct broad boulevard from the Capitol 
by way of the Lincoln Memorial and on 
across the broad and digni bridge as a 
route for the Nation’s fallen heroes to their 
last resting place in the Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

“There is a third great motive in the 
complete plan, and that is the provision of a 
magnificent entrance to Washington from 
Virginia for the Lee Highway coming across 
the entire country from Los Angeles, Calif.) 

“The fourth, and perhaps the greatest of 
all, is the symbol of the binding together of 
the North and South in one indivisible 
Union, knowing no sectional lines. 

“A superb view of the bridge, the Lincoln 
Memorial, the Washington. Monument, and 
the Capitol will be enjoyed by the traveler 
entering the Nation’s Capital over - this 
route. From the Arlington Heights the Lee 
Highway would descend toward Washington, 
keeping on the axis of the Mall, passing over 
the stream between the mainland and 
Columbia Island by a single-arch bridge, and 
across the axis of the island, continuing its 
course to the water’s edge on ‘the main 
channel, where it is planned to construct a 
water gate facing and corresponding to that 
of the Lincoln Memorial previously des- 
cribed. 

“Rome had its five great avenues of ap- 
proach—the Flaminia, Pracenestina, Au- 
relia, Ostiensis, and Appian Ways. Wash- 
ington has none worthy of the name, but in 
this proposed terminus of the Lee Highway 
will be erected the first and most magnificent 
of all possible entrances to the National 
Capital.” 


LEGEND OF CYPRESS TREE 


Mythology Has Many interesting 
Stories Concerning it—May Have 
Been Used at Crucifixion, 

The story mythology tells of the 
cypress tree is that Cyparissus, son of 
Telephus, while hunting one day acci- 
dentally killed one of Apollo’s favorite 
stags. He became so filled with re- 
morse at the mishap that he begged 
Apollo, his dearest friend, to put him 
out of his misery. The god compas 
sionately metamorphosed him into a 
tree; hence its name, Its floral mean- 
ings are despair, mourning, or sorrow, 

Cypress wood was used in the con- 
struction of St. Peter’s gates at Rome. 
After eleven hundred years’ use they 
were taken down, comparatively new, 
to be replaced by brass, 

Cypress was said by some to have 
been the wood the cross was made 
from, while many refer to the material 
as hewn from oak; but the aspen is 
the’ more generally accepted ag the 
wood used for the cross of the crucl- 
fixion. 

According to the Missouri Botanical 
Bulletin, the oldest’ known tree in the 
world is a bald cypress growing in 
Santa Marla del Tula, Mexico. It is 
about 125 feet in circumference and 
from 4,000 to 6,000 years old.

Origin of Word “Brandy.” 

The original name of the liquor 
known as brandy was brandywine, 
from the fact that (in the countries 
where it is not prohibited by law) it 
was, and still Is produced by the dis- 
tillation of wines. The word lost its 
“wine” part because the English lan- 
guage has the happy faculty of drop- 
ping unessential parts of words to 
save time. 

“Brandy” traces its origin to the 
word “brand,” as in “brand from the 
burning,” for the simple reason that 
the product known as “brandy” or 
“cognac” was produced by the process 
of burning, which in all the Germanic 
languages is designated by some form 
of the word “brand.” To the word 
“brand” as in “brandy,” the word 
“burn” is also related. 


Allowing Days of Grace. 

In the reign of Henry II the day 
first mentioned in each term of court 
was called “essolgn day,” because the 
court then took the essoigns or ex- 
cuses of those who did not appear 
according to the summons of the 
writs. But as—by a custom traced 
by Blackstone to the Germans of the 
days of Tacitus—three days of grace 
were allowed every defendant in 
which to appear, the courts did not 
sit for the dispatch of business until 
the fourth day after that time, On 
the other hand, they continued to sit 
until the fourth day after the last 
return. The rule allowing days of 
grace in the United States was adopt- 
ed. from the English law.

WHEN TREES REALLY BUD OUT 


Specialist on Subject Saye Most 
People Are Mistaken About 
the Time. 

So few of us notice trees carefully 
that in early spring when the buds 
are swelling we say “The buds are 
coming on the trees,” whereas, if our 
eyes had been opened to nature's won- 
ders we would have known they had 
been patiently “budded” the summer 
before. : 

As the buds begin to swell the out- 
side coverings or scales grow larger, 
separate and fall, writes Susan §. 
Alburtis In Nature Magazine of Wash- 
ington. They leave their scars behind 
them as a group of very close rings. 
Wherever these rings are, there a ter- 
minal bud has been. 

Not necessarily does the distance be- 
tween ring groups mean a_ year’s 
growth. Sometimes, according to the 
season, a tree will make a second 
growth, then it has made two termi- 
nal buds in a growing season. The 
horse chestnut frequently does this, 
because of a disease that attacks it 
in early July. In such cases two 
groups of rings would be‘ made in one 
year. 

Not all the side buds on a twig will 
open. . They are the reserve army wait- 
ing to come into action if the main 
buds are injured. After a few years 
of waiting, if they have not been 
brought into service, they will be cov- 
ered by the growing wood, but have 
“served by waiting.” 

Not much variation occurs in the 
shape of the bud bundles in the same 
species, so probably the safest way to 
know trees, is by thelr buds. Then, 
too, if we remember that they are on 
the trees all the year round’ except for 
a very short time !mmediately after 
the old buds have opened and the new 
leaves are getting strong enough to 
work, we can identify trees when all 
the leaves are gone if we know the 
bud bundles.

udgment, courage and _persistency Rs 
this trinity of qualities he claims is essential 
to success in all department of life. Long 
residence in Andover and intimate contact 
with its public ony a have forced upon me 
the conviction that the crying need in all our 
town affairs is for men who have convictions 
and the courage to utter and maintain them 
at all hazards. Scores and scores of Andover 
voters upon whose franchise hinge the suc- 
cess or failure of our town policies have no 
convictions whatever., They have opinions, 
impulses, fleeting sentiments, altruistic 
dreams and all that, but clear-cut, deep- 
rooted, well-thought-out convictions they 
They have “no root in them- 
selves.” Like weather-vanes they shift as 
the wind shifts. St. James describes this 
type as “‘double-minded”. Paul says they 
‘ave tossed to and fro and carried about with 
every wind.” George Eliot says of them that 
“they live a good deal in other ple’s 
opinions.” This type of voters is the chief 
reliance of soap-box orators and the scheming 
demagogues. They are the greatest menace 
to good government everywhere. 

But it is not to this type of voters that I 
now refer, but rather to a large class of our 
fellow-townsmen who have clear-cut, ele- 
mental, logically compacted convictions 
upon all our local issues but who seem to 
lack the moral courage either to publicly 
utter or to maintain these in the face of their 
fellow-townsmen. In private conversation 
behind closed doors they are willing to 
“throw off the undershirt of reserve” and 
frankly give an outlet to their pent-up ideas 
touching town management, In_ their 
personal character these men represent the 
very cream of our town. The clarity of their 
ideas, the depth of their feelings, their 
genuine solicitude for the highest interests of 
Andover are unimpeachable. For this 
reason what they say and do carries ponder- 
ous weight and were they freely to utter their 
inmost convictions on town matters, in their 
places of business, upon the street and in our 
town meetings they would so surcharge our 
atmosphere with civic sanity as to preclude 
the sickly sentimentality that at present 
shapes many of our town policies. Why 
these men year by year withhold all public 
utterances upon public matters is known 
only to themselves alone. Far be it from me 
to question their motive. I do, however, 
venture to suggest that they give these 
motives a fresh overhauling in the light of our 
town’s present needs; that they “tumble up 
and down”’ their mental chest to see whether 
or not a lack of moral courage, rather than 
the urge of an enlightened conscience {6 not 
tying their tongue. Does not fear of some 
sort chain up their utterance — fear of run- 
ning counter to the wish of their friends, fear 
of public criticism, fear of jeopardizing their 
financial standing, fear of losing trade, or fear 
of failure of the cause they espouse? There 
are hosts of men who, without a tremor, 
would face belching cannon on the thunder- 
shaking battle-front sooner than face the 
temporary misjudgment of their fellow com- 

nions on a moral issue. It is public opin- 
ion rather than conscience that ‘makes 
cowards of us all.’ Nothing so blinds and 
deludes the moral vision as moral cowardice 
and when this cowardice is publicly revealed, 
as sooner or later it will be, nothing so de- 
means a man in the eyes of his fellow cit- 
izens. A straddler, a wobbler, a trimmer, a 
vacillator, a moral pendulum rightly de- 
serves the disapprobation of his fellowmen. 
On the other hand under the fifth rib of every 
man nestles respect for him who has con- 
victions and dares to utterthem. 


Matternich said of Napoleon: — ‘‘The 
turn of his mind was always toward the 
positive.” I beg of my timid fellow towns- 
men to sit no longer speechless while projects 
are being hatched subversive of the town’s 
highest welfare but rather to give utterance 
to their convictions and throw to the wind 
their fears, confident that time will vindicate 
their wisdom, their moral courage and 
proved helpfulness. The tether of a coward 
is necessarily short but no tether holds in 
lease the man of moral courage: he alone 
“keeps on going”’.
